TRE 'GLENOGLE ' RENDERS ASSISTANCE. 
Tho N. P. chartered stoamor Gis ogle 
arrived to-day from: Tacoma and Japanese 
porta, 


Mr J. Menzies, tho purser of the Glen- gle, 
has communicated to the Japan Gazette the 
following particulurs of an interesting inci- 
dent which happened on the Glenogle's Last 
voyage. On the morming of tha l&th ult. 
in 49° 41’ N. and 126° 177 W., about 
200 miles from Cape Flattery, the Glenug’e 
Copies McGillivray) sighted a vesuel 

ying signals of distress. Buaring down 
upon her she was found to be the Ameri- 
can barque, Coma, of. San Franeisco, 
California, Inaded with railroad timbers 
from Chemainus, British Columbia, for 
Tieutain (Taku), China, whither she was 
bound. Tho captain of the lvryue 
signalled to the captain of the Glenogle his 
desire to abanda~hiship and have him- 
self, wife andg Crew yken on hoard the 
eagle  ThdeQbeinda vory high sea-run- 
ning at the ¢i Ws necessary for the 
two vi to keep well apart, in order to 
avoiderlliding, Captain Me(:llivmay there- 
seer ordered oue of is ship's lifeboats

money 28 we used ta do, and this is no easy 
matter, especially with increased competi- 
tion on tha line. However, with the ad- 
vent of a strong and stable Government in 
the Philippines, capital and enterprise

Several fruitless xttempts were 
mado to heave the Glenoyle’s lifeboat back 
on board, but each time it broke loose and 
drifted from the ship. Finally, the boat's 
crew having been safely got on board, the 
boat, after sustaining considerable damage, 
was abandoned. > 
Mra Jensen received a cable from Ameri- 
es on her arrival at Yokohama, stating that 
the Coloma had returned safely to port. 


Duntine the list two days, the hand of Lord 
Curzon (says a Bombay contemporary) has 
appeared for the first time in the Muscat 
affair.

A ORATEFUL NATION'S GIET TO THE ADMIRAT. 

The sword of hononr voted to Admiral 
Dewey hy joint resalition of Congress Taat 
June is new completed. Tt is said by the 
New York Sim to he ome of the hand- 
somest weapons ever mu in this cauntry. 

The sword, with the exception of the 
steel blade an? the bely metal of the 
ecabhard, is entirely of 22-carat gold. 
On the pommel aro carved the name 
of the crnisor Olvmpia and the amlia- 
cal sien for December, the month of 
‘Admiral Dewey's birth. Circling these 
there is a closely-woven wreath of oak 
Jeaver, Continuing down the metal-wo-k 
giving the proper form is & gold collar, on 
the front af which are the arms of the 
United States, with the blue field of the 
shield in enamel, and below them are the 
the Adrhiral'a native 
with the motto, ‘Freedom and 
Unites,’ and colors of the shichd in cnamel. 
Stara decorate the plain part of the collar, 
and this pars of the hilt terminates in 4 
narrow “band of oak leaves, The prip is 
covered with fine stark skin hound with 
gold wiro and inlnid with gold stars.
